Harpeth 
Hall did an outstanding job this year, 
placing second in the academic 
sweepstakes, first in the Olympic 
sweepstakes, and first in the middle 
division, in the overall sweepstakes, 
which includes academics, Olympics 
and graphic arts.

Hall took three places in the Pen¬ 
tathlon, a series of five tests. Lezlie 
Crockett took a fifth place in Latin I. In 
Latin IV, Yi-Fun Hsueh placed fourth 
and Heather Johnson placed third. 

In the’Certamen, a contest similar 
to the Club Bowl, this year’s senior 
certamen team won third place. The

Beth Worley 
placed first in the mile. In the running 
long jump, Ashley Gardner took first, 
and Margo Teas received first in the 
standing long jump. In swimming, 
Jessica Ward won first place in the 
100 free.

Dear Editor, 

As a recent recipient, along with 
Mrs. Betty Abernathy and Miss Mary 
Elizabeth Cayce, of a Harpeth Hall 
chair presented by Harpeth Hall’s 
Men’s Club, I have found myself re¬ 
flecting a great deal on awards in 
general, what place they have in a 
community such as ours, and what 
effect they can have on the recipient. 
My thoughts have gone in two dif¬ 
ferent directions which I would like to 
share with other members of this 
community, especially as we approach 
the time of year when many awards 
are bestowed. 

First, with respect to my own award, 
it has occurred to me often that I have 
been most fortunate in having the 
privilege to teach many talented, res¬ 
ponsive students since I have been 
at Harpeth Hall. I am delighted that 
they have wanted to make French a 
part of their lives. On the other hand, 
the quality of teaching that I have 
been able to bring to my students and 
the responsiveness which they have 
brought to class are possible, I am 
convinced, only because traditionally 
we have an environment at this school 
which values greatly excellence in 
achievement in every area. If teachers 
in every department were not excep¬ 
tionally well-qualified, if students were 
not asked to do their utmost in every 
area, the accomplishments of our stu¬ 
dents in French would be poor indeed 
compared to what they do achieve 
each year. It is only because stu¬ 
dents at Harpeth Hall are asked to do 
theirvery best and have teachers with 
the vision to see what that “very best” 


can be that a climate for great achieve¬ 
ment exists in this community, whether 
it be on the stage, in the gallery, at the 
track, on the court, or in our class¬ 
rooms. 

If one of our departments were al¬ 
lowed to slide into mediocrity, the 
balloon would be punctured. Only 
one spot need be pricked for our 
whole program to collapse. At the 
same time, whenever one department 
truly excels, all of us are enriched, 
and we all have cause for celebra¬ 
tion and pride. We gain even more

confidence in ourselves and try even 
harder for goals once considered out 
of our reach. As pleased as I am, then, 
to be one of the recipients of this 
year’s Men’s Club Award, I accept it 
on behalf of the entire French de¬ 
partment, with thanks to all those stu¬ 
dents who have loved French at Har¬ 
peth Hall, and with special gratitude 
to every teacher for demanding the 
best that his or her students are 
capable of producing at this stage of 
their lives. 

Once an award has been conferred, 
a response of some sort must be 
made by the recipient-not neces¬ 
sarily a public response, but at least a 
personal response. Whatever the 
basis of this award-grade point 
average, caring, service to community, 
spirit, to name a few- the recipient of 
that' award is thereafter identified, 
labeled even, in a most specific way, 
if only for a short while. It is then up to 
that person to accept or reject that 
identification and the accompanying 
responsibilities. The French philo¬ 
sopher Jean-Paul Sartre refused the 
Nobel Prize when it was offered be¬ 
cause he did not want to be labeled 
as a Nobel Prize winner, regardless 
of the respect he may have had for 
that institution. Accepting the prize 
and that identity necessarily would 
restrict his freedom simply to be Sartre. 
It would seem that the recipient of the 
Katie Wray Award, for example, neces¬ 
sarily would think twice before letting 
her grade point average in college 
slide too severely, unless of course 
she considered the award meaning¬ 
less. 

Frequently, awards at the end of. 


our school year come as a complete 
surprise to everyone-to the recipient 
as well as to the school community. 
When that happens, the school com¬ 
munity starts to see the student in a 
new light, and indeed she herself, 
being publicly praised for a talent 
she may not have recognized as 
special may start thinking about her¬ 
self in a new way. 

A hesitant, even reluctant recipient, 
in accepting the award, its identity 
and its responsibilities may be moved 
to greater achievement simply be¬ 
cause she feels the need to measure 
up to what has already been publicly 
proclaimed. Perhaps this is the best 
response, for it suggests a continuing 
process rather than an end. 

As we continue to honor more and 
more members of our community in 
the weeks ahead, it would be worth¬ 
while to consider for a few minutes 
what these awards reflect about the 
life of our community here at Har¬ 
peth Hall.

This May, Harpeth Hall will “gra¬ 
duate” a woman of great integrity and 
vigor; a lady whose life has been 
Harpeth Hall—Janet Hensley, Dean 
of Students and Assistant to the 
Headmaster. Miss Hensley has re¬ 
cently accepted the position of Head¬ 
mistress at the Louise McGehee 
School in New Orleans.Though Miss 
Hensley began her association with 
Harpeth Hall as a teacher of 8th grade 
ancient history, she has been the 
Dean of the Upper School for seven 
years. Through these past seven years, 
she has inspired in Freshmen and 
Sophomores a sense of awe and fear 
which has grown into an immense 
respect and love for her as Juniors 
and Seniors. 

One of the most difficult images 
that Miss Hensley has had to fight as 
Dean is the role of the “mean old 
lady.” “As a teacher, I got to know 
students well on a personal one-to- 
one basis. Yet as Dean, I’ve had to 
fight to get to know students and 
avoid the role of the heavy, even 
though that’s my job,” says Miss 
Hensley.

readily,” she continues.

Even though her job has had its 
drawbacks, the rewards have been 
far more outstanding. She attributes 
her main key to success to the faculty. 
“The faculty has always been there to 
support me without my ever asking. 
My job as Dean has really been a 
team effort,” states Miss Hensley. Also 
knowing the system, the people and 
how things are done has helped her 
tremendously. 

In her view, not having a family has 
been a big asset. “Being Dean is 
definitely a 24-hour job! I’m not the 
type of person who punches a time 


clock, yet I find that the hours which I 
put in are very worthwhile,” she 
comments. 

She has also found the students to 
be terribly exciting. “I really believe in 
and enjoy being with students. The 
biggest thrill I get from the student 
body is when I know that I’ve made it 
positive difference in the life of just 
one student even if it takes a whole 
year!” 

If Harpeth Hall means this much to 
Miss Hensley, one might ask “How 
can she go?” Her quick, yet simple 
reply is “I can go because you (Har¬ 
peth Hall and the community) have 
raised me.” When asked this ques¬ 
tion, Miss Hensley was even amazed 
at what she said because “My res¬ 
ponse was so honest! Harpeth Hall 
has given me confidence in myself. It 
has taught me to fail yet know that I’m 
still alright. Harpeth Hall has put faith 
in me as a person because it has 
been safe for me to try new things 
whether I fail or succeed.” 

According to Miss Hensley, Harpeth 
Hall has been her family. It has carried

SACS Committee Evaluates

Over the past few months, the ad¬ 
ministration, faculty, and students have 
been preparing for the SACS (Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools) 
evaluation of Harpeth Hall, which took 
place on April 5-7. This year. Miss 
Polly Fessey organized the self- 
studies, committee visit, and final re¬ 
views. Schools and colleges must be 
evaluated every ten years in order to 
renew their accreditation. 

To be accredited, Harpeth Hall had 
to complete self-studies in the fol¬ 
lowing areas: School and Community. 
Student Activity Program, School 
Facilities, Emerging and Unique Pro¬ 
grams, Philosophy and Objectives, 
Media Services, Student Services, 
School Staff and Administration, and 
Educational Program. In addition to 
these broader reviews, each depart¬ 
ment at Harpeth Hall did a self-analysis. 
The evaluative criteria for the Student 
Activities’ Review included questions 


which required the committee of Miss 
Hensley, Mrs. Berry, Mrs. Davis, Mrs. 
Evans, Mrs. Mabry, Miss Reed, Eliza¬ 
beth P’Pool, and Carol Cavin to rate, 
on a scale of one to five, theschool’s 
governance, publications, clubs, dra¬ 
matics, etc. The final philosophies, 
objectives, and ratings from each de¬ 
partment were compiled and pub¬ 
lished in a book. 

The visiting SACS comittee read 
Harpeth Hall’s self-study, and the 
visitors spent three days interviewing 
the people on campus and observing 
various aspects of the school Bound 
reports of the SACS review will be 
available in the library. 

Without a doubt, the SACS’s evalua¬ 
tion gave Harpeth Hall a high ac¬ 
creditation. Dr. Cox, chairman of the 
SACS’s representatives, remarked 
that Harpeth Hall had no deficiencies. 
Another committee member, Mr. Snod¬ 
grass, reassured one student by telling 
her that Harpeth Hall was a "top- 


notch” school with a “tough” curri¬ 
culum. Cne who takes the more chal¬ 
lenging courses will be thankful in 
the future. 

Presently, the SACS committee has 
returned an overview with specific 
recommendations which the various 
departments are reviewing. A sug¬ 
gestion to move the art room and a 
recommendation to add more faculty 
members are examples of informa¬ 
tion in the evaluation. Miss Fessey 
said that Harpeth Hall will seriously 
consider the recommendations of the 
SACS committee, and feasible 
changes will be made.

“I guess that I am most often seen 
scurrying around trying to get over¬ 
due books from students. However, I 
would much rather be known forfind- 
ing books for the students.” Mrs. 
Martha Corwin Gregory, assistant li¬ 
brarian at Harpeth Hall, expresses 
her feelings concerning her rewarding 
job. Not only is she known forfinding 
books but also for helping the stu¬ 
dents in any way possible. 

Originally, Mrs. Gregory taught at 
Ward-Belmont, and she has been at 
Harpeth Hall since it was founded. 
She taught English for fifteen years 
before she began work in the library 
in 1966. Among her more renowned 
students were Mrs.Joyce Ward, Mrs. 
Jean Hoover, Mrs. Anita Schmid, Mrs. 
Polly Nichols, and Mrs. Susie Brown. 

She lived on a large farm in Brent¬ 
wood for forty years. Her house was 
formerly known as “Forge Seat,” which 
was built by the family of Samuel 
Crockett. This incredible house, fully 
restored by Mrs. Gregory and her 
husband, Thomas, was originally the 
sitefortheforge used in making guns 
in the War of 1812. Samuel Crockett, 
while visiting his family there, picked 
up his order for twelve guns to taketo 
Texas. 

The Gregory’s desire to acquaint 
their children with the Greek heroes 
led to the idea of naming their pedi¬ 
greed shepherd dogs for the classical 
heroes. “Running around the yard 
were Agamemnon, Menelaus, and 
Achilles,” she laughed. Surprise Allen 
—from the famous Allen strain of 
Walking Horses— got his name after 
his unexpected appearance in the 
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pasture one morning. 

Mrs. Gregory naturally enjoys read¬ 
ing, and she loves to sing and play 
the guitar. Her favorite way of pre¬ 
venting monotony in English class 
was to have the students join in sing¬ 
ing and playing the poetry and ballads 
that were being studied. She com¬ 
posed the “Alma Mater” for both 
Harpeth Hall and Hillsboro High 
School, where she taught during 
World War II.

Billboard magazine calls her

success she’s brought to country 
music is no accident. Jo Walker 
Meador, executive director of the 
Country Music Association, has had 
an impact on all Nashvillians’ lives. 
She is not only responsibleforCMA’s 
success, but she is also the second 
woman to be elected to the Nashville 
Area Chamber of Commerce Board 
of Governors for a three-year term. In 
addition, she has served on the Metro 
Tourist Commission. 

Her honors and accomplishments 
in our community are limitless. But 
Ms. Walker Meador’s influence is not 
limited to Nashville, for she heads an 
international trade organization that 
promotes country music worldwide. 

She was one of ten children of a 
farm family in Orlinda, Tennessee, a 
town 50 miles from Nashville. Ms. 
Walker Meador was the star of her 
basketball team in high school and 
was an aspiring teacher and coach. 

But she married between her junior 
and senior years, and the plans were 
hampered. Later, she continued her 
education at Lambuth College and 
Peabody College. 

In 1948, she dropped out of college 
to work for a mortgage broker, but she 
quit after two years and began work 
for an amusement company. Mean¬ 
while, she remarried in 1954 to a 
broadcast executive, Charles “Smo- 
key” Walker, who was killed 13 years 
later in an accident. 

Ms. Walker Meador’s life took a 
drastic change in 1958 when she ac¬ 
cepted the responsibility of setting 
up the office of the newly-formed 
Country Music Association. She says, 
“I knew nothing about country music; 
I had never been to the Grand Ole 
Opry, and I didn’t know one star from 
the other.” 

Ms. Walker Meador was eventually 
named executive director, and today, 
23 years later, that organization has 
grown into what some call the world’s 
most active trade organization. Coun¬ 
try music was once considered low 
class music for hillbillies, but Ms. 
Walker Meador helped to change 
that stereotype. 


When asked if she ever felt deprived 
of the time to express her “mothering” 
instincts, she replied, “Not really, I 
feel I was and am a good mother. I 
was very fortunate to have a lovely 
woman who loved my daughter come 
to our house for the first 3 years, 
which I think are formative years. I 
was also fortunate to have a wonder¬ 
ful marriage, a husband who under¬ 
stood my career and encouraged me. 
I travelled a lot, and he helped me get 
ready for trips. My daughter was very 
happy with him when I was away. He 
enjoyed grocery shopping and cook¬ 
ing on top of his career. Teamwork is 
very important in anything you are 
doing.” 

In her career, Ms. Walker Meador

was inspired by many great men, 
such as Tex Ritter, who loved CMA. 
“They gave so much of themselves, 
and the fact that they were doing it 
gratis made it so much easierforme.” 

Ms. Walker Meador believes her 
circumstances caused her to start 
working, and her education, work ex¬ 
perience, and luck account for her 
success. But most important was her 
“desire to excel and willingness to do 
whatever the job calls for. I think I’ve 
got a lot of pride, but I’ve never been 
too proud to do whatever it took. I 
always had an ambition to succeed 
and to improve and better my con¬ 
ditions and my situation. I have a 
great need to accomplish, and I have 
a lot of faith in what life can give.”

Ms. Walker 
Meador began with CMA before cor¬ 
porations felt pressure to hire women 
simply because of their sex. There¬ 
fore, she feels lucky to have been 
involved. “I felt fortunate to have come 
into it. I felt I had worked for it. Today, I 
see both men and women who want it 
now. They get out of school and have 
an excellent education, but it takes 
time to achieve and to prove your¬ 
self,” she says. 

Ms. Walker Meador sees very little 
discrimination and reverse discrimi¬ 
nation, but she assumes that it hap¬ 
pens. She doesn’t pay enough atten¬ 
tion to cite a case. “1 do see people 
envious of others’ positions,” but this 
is not typical of or restricted to either 
sex. She says, “If they do a good job 
and concentrate of their own business, 
their opportunity will come. Often they 
don’t realize this.” 

The qualities she looks for when 
hiring or evaluating employees are “a 
feeling of honesty and a genuine in¬ 
terest in life. Someone that indicates 
a sincere desire they really want the 
job means more to me because, in 
the past, those who have indicated 
that this is the place they really want 
to be and are not just looking for a 
paycheck, have proved to be the best 
workers.” 

Ms. Walker Meador is optimistic 
about women in the working world, 
but she realizes women’s limitations 
in some jobs. She says, “I think that a 
lot has been done in the area of the 
world accepting women in a different 
role and recognizing their ability to 


do most jobs as well as a man. I still 
think that there are certain things that 
are a woman’s job, not that either one 
can't do the other one. For instance, I 
think a woman can be president of a 
bank or President of the United States 
as well as a man can, but the job of 
going to war is still a man’s job. 
Basically, homemaking and tending 
to the baby is an instinct that the 
mother has. People have never thought 
of a woman as being lower than a 
man, but I believethethingsthe Bible 
says about men and women. I don’t 
think it’s meant exactly like some men 
or some women like to take it. I don’t 
think a woman who chooses to be a 
homemaker should be any less in 
anybody’s sight than if she were Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. In today’s 
world, any of us can do anything we 
want to do.”
